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CONDITION  OF  CROPS. 


COTTOX 


The  returns  to  this  department  on  the  1st  of  August  show  an  increase 
of  condition  since  the  returns  for  July.  The  average  condition  for  the 
whole  country  is  1013. 

The  number  of  counties  reporting  and  the  average  of  each  State  is  as 
follows : 
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There  is  some  complaint  of  dry  and  cool  weather  in  the  western  part 
of  South  Carolina  and  Northern  Georgia,  but  in  almost  every  other  sec- 
tion heavy  rains  are  reported,  which,  in  Louisiana,  Texas,  and  Arkansas, 
have  been  more  than  was  beneficial,  causing  a  too  rapid  growth  of  plant, 
shedding  of  bolls,  and  a  weedy  state  of  the  fields. 

Worms,  rot,  and  rust  are  spoken  of  in  many  localities  in  each  State, 
but  no  serious  damage  is  reported.  The  stand  is  good  for  the  whole 
belt,  and  some  two  weeks  earlier  than  usual. 

The  following  extracts  from  correspondence  are  given : 

North  Carolina. — Bladen  :  Remarkably  fine ;  lias  not  promised  as  well  for  several 
years.  Columbus:  Will  average  3£  feet,  and  is  heavily  fruited.  Duplin:  Suffering  to 
some  extent  from  a  species  of  plant-louse,  causing  leaves  and  squares  to  drop  ;  some 
fears  of  rust  from  excessive  rains  aud  neat.  Johnson :  Looking  very  fine ;  blooming 
and  boiling  well ;  complaints  of  serious  damage  from  lice  in  some  localities.  Pender  t 
Better  than  for  five  years  past.  Wayne  :  Fine  prospects  of  two  weeks  ago  :  not  so 
promising  now  on  account  of  lice ;  wbat  tlie  effect  will  be  cannot  yet  be  determined. 
Cumberland :  At  least  two  weeks  earlier.     Gaies :  Rather  too  much  rain  just  now; 
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fear  it  will  cast jts  fruit.  Edgecombe:  Damaged,  by  unuwial  rain-storms.  Beaufort; 
Prospects  for~a  good  crop  considerably  damaged  by  too  much,  rain  during  the  last  two 
weeks;  it  is  yet  above  average.  Bertie:  Greatly  injured  by  rains;  shedding  very 
fast.  Currituck :  As  fine  as  could  be  desired ;  we  are  now  having  too  much  rain. 
Greene:  Has  improved  wonderfully  since  July  1;  twenty-five  to  thirty  days  in 
advance  of  last  year,  and  is  fruiting  well.  Hertford :  More  forward  than  usual  at 
this  time  of  the  year.  Gaston  :  More  forward  and  promising  than  for  many  years. 
Iredell :  Ten  days  earlier,  and  doing  remarkably  well.  Nash  :  Condition  wonderful 
and  free  from  insects.  Robeson  :  Never  in  a  more  promising  condition.  Stanley  :  Ten 
days  earlier  than  last  year,  and  promises  a  good  yield.  Union  :  Shedding  a  little,  but 
none  to  hurt.  Sampson:  Weed  fine,  and  fruiting  well.  Wilson:  Weed  large.  Cleve- 
land :  Not  yet  hurt  by  the  dry  weather. 

South  Carolina. — Laurens:  Prospects  more  flattering  than  usual.  Barnwell: 
Has  the  rust  in  some  localities  ;  but  not  to  such  an  extent  as  to  lessen  the  prospects 
for  a  good  crop.  Horry  :  Heavy  rains  have  caused  forms  to  shed,  but  condition  is 
srill  above  an  average  crop.  Colleton:  Shedding  forms  freely  since  the  rains.  Fair- 
Held  :  Some  portions  of  the  county  have  not  had  rain  since  May  1,  which  will  reduce 
crop  one-half.  Georgetown  :  Very  healthy  and  promising ;  a  larger  crop  than  usual 
is  expected.  Kershaw  :  Season  has  been  very  dry,  but  cotton  has  stood  it  well 
and  stands  are  good.  Pickens:  Ten  days  earlier  than  usual.  Richland:  Has  been, 
unusually  dry,  and  the  crop  is  therefore  small,  though  well  fruited. 

Georgia. — Berrien:  Was  never  better  until  the  recent  drought,  Avhich  has  done 
some  damage;  no  worms  or  insect  has  yet  made  its  appearance.  Decatur :  A  few  cater- 
pillars have  been  seen.  DeKalb  :  Suffering  for  rain.  Forsyth  :  A  four  weeks'  drought 
is  injuring  the  crops.  .  Gwinnett:  Good  stands,  small  weeds,  and  increased  acreage; 
will  make  as  many  bales  as  last  year  with  a  favorable  August.  McDuffie :  Prospects 
good  for  the  best  crop  in  six  years.  Schley :  Looking  remarkably  well,  but  rust  has 
made  its  appearance  in  some  localities  and  is  liable  to  materially  damage  the  crop  in 
a  short  while.  Warren  :  Doing  well,  and  prospect  fair  for  an  average  crop.  Haralson  : 
Stopped  growing  too  soon;  bolls  very  small.  Laurens  :  Taking  the  rust;  otherwise  a 
full  average.  Early :  Aside  from  caterpillar,  rust,  and  drought,  the  prospect  is  good 
for  an  average  crop.  Lincoln  :  Stood  the  drought  well  and  is  now  rapidly  improving. 
Brooks :  Too  much  rain  has  caused  shedding  of  forms.  Cobb :  Failing  very  fast ; 
foliage  drying  up  and  weed  stopped  growing ;  blooming  on  top  limbs.  Putnam  :  Fine 
and  doing  well,  except  in  one  locality,  where  it  has  not  rained  for  two  months. 
Quitman  :  Condition  an  average ;  caterpillars  have  appeared  on  the  river  farms  and 
much  damage  is  apprehended  should  they  prove  propitious  for  their  rapid  growth. 
Sumter:  Good;  a  few  caterpillars,  but  no  trouble  anticipated.  Carroll:  Good;  weed 
small  but  well  fruited ;  some  rust.  Hart:  Very  fine.  Jackson:  Needs  rain.  Thomas: 
Further  advanced  than  usual ;  very  little  rust  and  no  caterpillars.  Wilkes :  Some 
shedding  in  localities  where  there  has  been  no  rain.  Wilkinson  :  Rusting  and  shedding. 
Baker :  Doing  well ;  little  rust  and  no  caterpillar.  Bryan  :  Excessive  rainfall  is  caus- 
ing it  to  shed  badly  ;  some  complaints  of  rust.  Columbia  :  Promises  well ;  quite  large 
and  well  fruited.  Dooly :  Having  too  much  rain ;  the  parent  fly  of  the  Adelia  has 
made  its  appearance,  and  there  is  no  mistake  in  its  being  the  genuine  fly  so  much 
dreaded  by  the  cotton  planter  ;  has  done  no  damage  as  yet.  Hall :  Very  promising. 
Harris  :  In  some  localities  there  never  was  a  better  prospect ;  but  taking  the  whole 
county  it  is  worse  than  for  several  years.  Marion  :  Looking  well  but  too  much  rain  is 
threatened,  which  may  produce  the  boll- worm ;  some  complaint  of  rust.  Stewart: 
Growing  rapidly  and  fruiting  ;  black  rust  reported  but  no  damage.  Taliaferro :  Much 
improved.  Upson:  No  rain  for  six  weeks.  Walton:  Need  rain.  Worth:  Dying  with 
the  rust. 

Florida.— Too  much  rain  caused  rust ;  caterpillars  to  a  very  limited  extent.  Mari- 
on :  Fruiting  well  and  weather  favorable.  Gadsden  :  Unusually  full  and  free  from 
rust ;  worms  reported  and  in  a  few  days  they  may  make  quite  a  change  in  the  crop. 
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Suwannee:  Fully  25  per  cent*  better  than  last  year.  Afachua  :  Heavy  rains  threaten  in- 
jury. Madison  :  Has  improved  very  much  ;  some  complaint  of  caterpillars,  hut  no 
damage  reported. 

Alabama. — Bullock:  Very  promising;  caterpillars  doing  some  damage.  Sale: 
Caterpillars  are  beginning  to  destroy  the  leaves.  Lee:  Suffered  some  from  drought 
and  rust.  Conecuh  :  Doing  well,  and  the  largest  weed  I  ever  saw.  Ferry  :  Not  prom- 
ising ;  worms  are  making  their  appearance  in  some  localities,  but  not  in  force.  Saint 
Clair:  Looks  remarkably  well.  Baldwin:  Healthy  and  growing ;  no  worms.  Butler: 
Excessive  rain  damaging  to  cotton.  Calhoun:  Shedding  squares  and  bolls,  owing  to 
drought.  Clarke  :  Best  crop  ever  known.  Dale  :  Beginning  to  shed,  owing  to  abund- 
ance of  fruit.  Be  Kail) :  Weather  dry  and^crop  shedding.  Macon  :  Fruiting  well  : 
worms  appearing  in  some  places,  and  serious  damage  feared.  Marengo  :  Late  rains 
forced  the  growth  and  produced  worms.  Pike:  Promise  a  yield  never  before  known 
in  this  county.  Russell:  Doing  well;  no  signs  of  worms  yet.  Autauga:  Fine,  and 
fruiting  well.  Barbour  :  Promising.  Biol) :  Doing  finely.  Greene :  Fine,  but  rumors 
of  worms.     Monroe:  Doing  remarkably  well. 

Mississippi. — Grenada  :  Injured  by  bad.'culture,  wet  season,  and  much  of  the  planted 
iost  owing  to  scarcity  of  labor.  Hinds :  Too  much  rain  in  some  localities;  the  weed 
is  very  large  but  not  any  better  than  last  year,  and  it  is  generally  about  ten  days 
later.  Xoxubee  :  The  best  here  since  the  war  ;  has  good  size,  is  fruiting  finely,  and  the 
stands  generally  oood.  Condition  clean,  and  no.  worms  yet.  Panola:  Owing  to  rains 
the  plant  is  growing  so  rapidly  that  it  is  not  forming  well ;  forms  shedding  badly  and 
the  boll-worm  has  commenced  its  work,  which  threatens  to  cut  short  the  crop  ;  some 
indications  of  the  cotton-worm  as  early  as  the  20th.  Washington  :  The  worst  season 
for  cultivation  since  1867,  and  much  of  the  cotton  will  be  given  to  grass  unless  there 
is  a  change  in  the  weather  soon.  Attala:  Condition  fine.  Covington:  Good;  a  few 
worms,  but  no  damage.  Holmes:  Shedding  very  much.  Sumner:  Well  formed  and 
very  heavily  loaded  with  bolls ;  prospect  never  better.  Winston  :  Injured  some  by 
rains.  Madison:  Too  much  rain  in  some  portions  of  the  county;  fruiting  well  and 
but  little  shedding  generally.  Xewton  :  Rains  are  injuring  the  crop.  Prentiss  :  Owing 
to  constant  rains  has  grown  too  weedy  and  will  suffer  much  from  rotting  bolls  :  many 
farmers  complain  of  the  boll-worm,  a  pest  not  often  here  to  any  extent.  Choctaw  :  A 
successful  crop  so  far.  Benton :  Growth  most  too  luxuriant ;  general  outlook,  however, 
is  good.  Clarke :  Condition  good ;  some  report  of  worms,  but  no  damage  as  yet, 
Copiah  :  Too  much  rain ;  pjlant  large  and  sappy  ;  considerable  shedding  of  bolls ;  no 
worms.  Kemper  :  Looks  well,  but  is  threatened  with  both  boll- worm  and  caterpillar. 
Marshall :  Promises  an  extra  yield,  being'ten  days  earlier,  of  good  growth,  and  form- 
ing well  ;  much  complaint  of  rust.  Scott :  Best  prospect  in  ten  years.  Sini2)son  : 
Promising,  although  the  rains  have  beenTieavy  and  the  worm  is  at  work.  Tate :  Looks 
thrifty:  some  rust  and  serious  damage  where  found;  ten  days  earlier  than  last  year. 
Tishomingo  :  Better  than  last  year. 

Louisiana. — Lincoln:  Some  rust,  but  prospects  good.  Bichland :  Very  promising. 
Union  :  Above  average,  notwithstanding  the  heavy  rains  ;  weed  is  large,  but  generally 
well  fruited.  Pointe  Coupee  :  Worms  are  here,  but  cause  no  uneasiness  to  planters. 
Cameron :  Condition  splendid.  Madison  :  Weather  for  July  alternated  between  floods 
and  droughts,  and  the  condition  of  cotton  is  critical ;  a  few  worms  but  no  damage. 
Washington :  Never  better.  Bienville:  Promises  well,  indeed,  but  we  are  having  too 
much  rain  just  now;  there  are  complaints  of  too  much  weed. 

Texas. — Brazos  :  Never  finer ;  one  and  a  half  bales  will  be  gathered  from  many 
acres  here  this  fall.  Bowie  :  The  prospects  for  a  fine  and  extensive  cotton  crop  are 
excellent.  Dallas  :  Best  prospects  we  have  ever  had  ;  twenty  days  earlier  than  usual 
and  the  yield  at  present  promises  five  to  six  hundred  pounds  of  lint  per  acre.  De 
Witt:  In  splendid  condition,  and  worms  hors  du  conibat  for  this  month.  Jackson:  But 
little  damage  as  yet  from  the  worms.  Kaufman:  Looks  promising.  Busk:  Gro wing- 
finely,  and  no  worms  as  yet.     Titus  :  Very  fine  ;  the  boll-worm  made  its  appearance 
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two  weeks  ago,  and  is  doing  ranch  damage  throughout  the  county.  Washington  :  Cot- 
ton worms  in  a  few  fields,  but  no  fears  of  much  damage,  as  the  plants  are  thrifty,  and 
only  late  planted  can  suffer  seriously.  Victoria  :  Weed  fine,  but  not  so  heavily  boiled 
as  last  year.  Bexar:  Never  more  promising.  Uvalde:  Some  exhibition  of  the  cotton 
miller.  Live  Oak:  Very  promising,  and  picking  has  already  commenced.  Matagorda: 
Worms  present,  but  have  done  no  damage ;  season  the  rainiest  I  ever  knew.  Bed 
Biver  :  Prospects  excellent ;  the  final  result  depends  on  the  next  six  weeks.  Ellis : 
Never  better :  some  fears  of  the  boll-worm.  Austin  :  Wet  weather  has  injured  condi- 
tion some.  Collin  ':  Prospects  very  flattering.  Navarro  :  Quite  promising,  although 
suffering  some  from  dry  weather.  Bastrop  :  Will  be  short  in  consequence  of  drought. 
Falls  :  Worms  reported  in  different  quarters,  but  prospects  of  crop  never  better.  Gray- 
son :  Superior  to  any  ever  before  raised  in  this  county.  Harrison :  Too  much  rain ; 
running  too  much  to  weed,  which  will  soon  cause  shedding  of  squares.  Sill :  More 
promising  than  for  years.  Trinity:  Has  done  remarkably  well.  Upshur:  Twenty 
per  cent,  ahead  of  last  year.  Walker:  Prospects  better  than  last  year;  worms  are  ap- 
pearing, but  farmers  are  prepared  for  them.  Waller:  The  weed  does  justice  to  the 
weather.  Angelina:  Cannot  be  beat;  no  worms  as  yet.  Williamson:  Never  more 
promising. 

Arkansas. — Howard:  Outlook  not  good,  owing  to  too  much  rain  ;  the  weed  large 
and  healthy,  with  plenty  of  bottom  crop,  but  the  blooms  are  shedding  rapidly.  John- 
son :  Prospects  flattering.  Lafayette  :  Fine.  Scott :  Season  favorable,  and  crop  flour- 
ishing. Franklin:  Never  saw  it  better  at  this  time  of  the  year:  some  complaint  of 
boll- worm.  Miller  :  Condition  at  present  good,  but  a  continuation  of  the  wet  weather 
will  be  injurious.  Sevier  :  Too  much  rain  for  the  good  of  cotton.  Union  :  Cixrp 
good.  Crawford:  Outlook  for  cotton  good.  Desha  :  More  than  1  per  cent,  thrown  out, 
owing  to  inability  to  work  it  on  account  of  frequent  showers.  Independence  :  More 
forward  than  usual,  and  looks  well.  Jefferson  :  The  best  crop  for  years.  Ouachita  : 
Looks  well,  but  continuous  rains  endanger  it.  Clark  :  Promises  to  exceed  our  splendid 
crop  of  last  year.  Drew  :  Finest  season  on  record.  Fulton  :  Do  not  think  I  ever  saw 
better.  Garland:  Up  to  the  standard.  Lonoke:  In  the  finest  condition.  White: 
Bids  fair  to  be  the  largest  ever  known. 

Texxessee. — Hay  ward:  With  continued  favorable  weather  the  crop  will  be  heavier 
than  that  of  1868.  Dyer:  Rusted  very  badly  within  the  past  two  weeks,  dropping  a 
large  number  of  squares,  and  producing  but  few  blooms.  Bedford :  Doing  well. 
Gibson  :  Looks  splendid,  and  boiling  finely ;  some  complaint  of  rust.  Henderson  : 
Looking  well,  but  there  are  complaints  of  rust  in  some  localities.  Lawrence :  Very 
promising.     Decatur:  Looks  well. 

COBX. 

The  general  average  of  the  corn  crop  for  the  whole  country  shows 
some  decline  since  a  month,  and  is  for  August  1,  98  against  100  July  1. 
As  compared  with  the  condition  reported  on  August  1,  1879,  there  is 
an  increase  of  5  per  cent,  this  year. 
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Of  1,243  counties  reporting  the  crop  on  August  1,  355  report  a  full 
average,  483  report  above,  and  400  below,  as  shown  in  the  following 
table : 
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An  analysis  of  the  returns  shows  that  favorable  and  unfavorable  con- 
ditions distribute  themselves  in  sections. 

The  New  England,  Middle,  and  Atlantic  States  as  far  south  as  Xorth 
Carolina  all  show  a  very  high  average.  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  and 
Alabama  each  show  the  effects  of  severe  drought  which  prevailed  in  the 
months  of  June  and  July  in  many  portions  of  these  States.  The  South- 
ern States  bordering  on  the  Mississippi  Eiver  and  Texas  are  far  above 
average,  and  promise  an  extraordinary  yield. 

Of  the  States  bordering  on  or  north  of  the  Ohio  Eiver,  all  show  an 
increase  over  the  average  of  last  year,  except  Indiana  and  Illinois ;  in 
these  two  States  there  was  too  much  rain  early  in  the  season,  followed 
by  a  protracted  drought.  West  of  the  Mississippi  the  average  is  very 
high,  but  not  quite  so  high  as  at  the  same  time  last  year.

The  month  of  July,  which  for  the  two  years  preceding  1880  brought 
such  disaster  to  the  spring  wheat  in  the  Northwest,  was  this  year 
favorable,  and  the  hot  wave  which  swept  over  those  States  in  1878-79 
was  this  year  absent.  In  the  State  of  Minnesota  the  condition  is  very 
high,  but  in  Wisconsin  and  Iowa  the  low  condition  is  ascribed  to  rust 
and  chinch-bugs.  In  Nebraska  and  Kan  sas  the  early  months  of  the  sprin  g 
were  very  unfavorable,  owing  to  severe  and  protracted  droughts,  which 
later  rains  did  not  compensate  for.  In  California  the  conditions  have 
all  been  favorable,  and  the  prospect  is  for  a  very  large  crop.  Michigan 
falls  somewhat  below  the  conditions  reported  at  the  same  time.

Coos :  Early  sown  will  mate  but  a  half 
crop ;  late  sown  looks  well  and  promises  a  full  average  yield. 

Colorado. — Larimer  :  Very  thin. 

Dakota. — Armstrong:  Less  in  quantity  than  expected,  but  of  excellent  quality. 
Hutchinson  :  Did  not  recover  from  the  severe  drought  of  April  and  May,  and  is  some- 
what rusty.     Moody  :  Average  yield,  25  bushels  per  acre. 

TOBACCO. 

The  returns  of  August  1  to  this  department  show  a  low  condition  of 
this  plant.     The  average  for  the  whole  country  is  §G.    The  State  aver- 
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ages  are  :  Massachusetts,  100;  Connecticut,  101;  New  York,  103;  Penn- 
sylvania, 98 ;  Maryland,  57  ;  Virginia,  82 ;  North  Carolina,  93 ;  Tennes- 
see, 92;  Kentucky,  83;  Ohio,  93;  Indiana,  99;  Illinois,  97;  Wisconsin, 
100 ;  Missouri,  96.  Compared  with  the  returns  in  July,  of  this  year,  the 
New  England  and  Middle  States  show  little  change.  Maryland  declines 
largely,  while  Virginia,  owing  to  more  favorable  season,  has  increased 
7  per  cent. 

In  the  West  the  returns  from  Tennessee  show  little  decline  during  the 
month,  hut  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  owing  to  drought,  there  has  been 
a  decline  of  16  per  cent.

POTATOES. 

■  The  condition  of  the  potato  crop  is  somewhat  better  than  last  year, 
and  is  98  against  97  then. 

The  New  England  and  Middle  States,  except  a  portion  of  New  Jersey 
and  Delaware,  all  report  a  high  average.  The  Gulf  States  and  those  in 
the  Mississippi  Valley  report  an  average  above  that  of  last  year. 

The  States  north  of  the  Ohio  Eiver  and  bordering  on  it  are  somewhat 
below  the  report  of  1879,  but  still  the  crop  is  a  promising  one. 

West  of  the  Mississippi,  both  Kansas  and  Nebraska  report  low  aver- 
ages on  account  of  drought  and  insect  injuries.

BUCKWHEAT. 

The  area  planted  in  buckwheat  shows  a  slight  decline  since  last  year... 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  the  two  States  which  grow  quite  a  half  of 
the  whole  crop  of  the  country,  show  a  decline  of  2  per  cent,  in  the  acre- 
age sown.  Minnesota  and  Nebraska  each  have  an  increase;  the  other 
States  show  an  area  planted  of  nearly  the  same  as  1879.  The  condition, 
is  good  and  fully  equal  to  that  reported  last  year  at  the  same  time. 

HAY  AND  PASTUBES. 

The  summer  of  1880  has  not  been  favorable  for  the  hay  crop. 

The  drought  in  June  and  early  in  July  was  very  detrimental  in  all  the 
Atlantic  States  except  Maine  and  New  Hampshire.  In  the  States 
bordering  on  the  Ohio  Eiver  the  average  is  higher  than  last  year.  West 
of  the  Mississippi  the  average  is  low ;  on  the  Pacific  Slope  the  average 
is  very  high.

The  following  table  is  a  partial  summary  of  the  work  of  the  chemical 
division  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  determining  by  chemical 
analyses  the  exact  conditions  of  sorgho-cane  and  maize  (corn)  stalks  at 
different  periods  of  development. 

The  plants  under  examination  were  grown  on  the  department  grounds 
and  from  seed  procured  from  different  parts  of  the  country,  and  bearing, 
for  the  most  part,  the  local  name  of  each. 

A  careful  study  of  these  tables  will  show  why  those  who  have  here- 
tofore undertaken  to  manufacture  sugar  from  sorghum  have  sometimes 
succeeded  in  granulating  sugar  and  have  more  frequently  failed  in 
doing  so.
